Nine 
of these are houses of refuge on the eastern coast of Florida 
These stations are seattered along almost the entire stretch 
of our ten thousand miles of seacoast, which extends through 
every variety of climate and is fraught with every feature of 
coast danger to the mariner 

A life-saving crew generally consists of the keeper and 
from six to eight surfmen, although the number depends

form. <A surfman must be a citizen of the United States, 
able to read and write the English language, physically 
sound, a good swimmer, and experienced in the management 
of boats. Great care is exercised in selecting men for the 
service, no one being admitted or promoted to a higher grade 
who has not furnished manifest proof of his titness for the 
position. They are generally the very pick and flower of the 
hardy races who inhabit our coast, a lifetime experience on 
the beaches and adjacent waters inuring them to the hard 
ships which obtain along the shore, and making them thor 
oughly familiar with the bordering currents, tides and places 
of danger 

The keeper is the captain of the crew over which he has 
control. His position is one of grave re sponsibility, requiring 
sound judgment, a cool head and untlinching courage. He 
must be a man well trained in his vocation, « master of boat- 
craft and surfing, of correct habits, and able at all times to 
command the utmost respect and obedience of his men, with 
whom he shares all perils. Many of the keepers have given 
the best years of their lives to the work of the service The 
oldest one serving to-day is Keeper Joshua James of the Point 
Allerton Station at Hull, Massachusetts. He is seventy-four 
vears of and has followed the beach from childhood 

Their ‘*brothers in arms,’’ the lighthouse men, are also 
under the auspices of the Treasury Department. These men 
are often placed in a peril not unlike that from which the 
hfeboat and the breeches buoy rescue shipwrecked mariners 





Sometimes, for weeks together, an isolated light is cut off 
from communication, Then, to venture out with supplies, is 
frequently an exploit to daunt the most adventurous spirits. 
—But that is another story. 

There are tive principal appliances that are used for saving 
life from shipwreck, The tirst of these is the cedar surfboat, 
which is the only boat that has yet been found suitable t 
launch from flat beaches through the shoaling waters of the 
Atlantic and Gulf coasts. Those in vogue in the service are 
from twenty-two to twenty-seven feet long and are provided 


with end air-cases which make them insubmergible. The 
action of this boat in the hands of expert oarsmen is often 
marvellous, being manceuvred in the breakers and in prox 
imity to wrecks with great advantage and facility. As many 
as fifteen persons have been landed in it at a time in a bad sea. 

Another contrivance is the self-righting and self-bailing 
lifeboat, which embodies the best elements of the boat 
builder’s skill, Its origin dates back to 1784, when a 
coachmaker, living near London, invented a boat with 
water-tight compartments, a heavy iron keel, and other im 
provemeuts in buoyancy and stability which are the salient 
and essential features of the lifeboat of to-day. The original 
design has been improved upon from time to time until the 
present type Is the product of more than a century’s study 
and experiment The lifeboats used by the United States 
Life-Saving Service are about thirty feet long. They right 
themselves when capsized, besides being  self-bailing—two 
wonderful qualities brought about by inventive genius 
These boats are of great strength and stabilitv, though 
heavy and cumbersome, and are only adapted to use along
